LOS ANGELES, Sept. 12—A splen­ 
did audience greeted Governor John­ 
son when he rose to begin his address 
in the Hollywood High 
School 
last 
night. 
The auditorium of the school, 
seating fully 1300, 
was 
filled, 
and 
among those present were representa­ 
tives of all 
political 
parties. 
The 
meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Hollywood Johnson-Eshieman 
Club, and it was by far 
the 
biggest 
political gathering ever brought to 
gether in that section of the city. 
A feature of the governor’s speech 
was the severe grilling which he gave 
John D. Fredericks and his reaction­ 
ary newspaper sponsors. Referring to 
the lofty political plane which Freder 
leks suddenly has assumed, and his 
pretended abhorrence of political ma­ 
chines, the governor with biting sar­ 
casm said: 
“I can of course understand the full 
meaning of my distinguished political

the greatest curses of the 
age, 
a 
detriment to human well-being and a 
disgrace to our civilization.” 
The resolution was presented by Dr. 
S. P. Boss, president of tile Philadel­ 
phia County Osteopathic Association, 
and it was strongly backed by the lo­ 
cal delegation. 
In offering the resolution, 
Doctor 
Hosg, who is connected with the Sun­ 
day Breakfast Association, the 
In­ 
asmuch Mission and several other hu­ 
manitarian organizations, pointed out 
that liquor tills nine-tenths of the in­ 
sane asylums and poor-houses in the 
country, and sends to paupers* graves 
each year an appalling number of men 
and women who 
would 
otherwise 
make good citizens. 
“It Is only tile organized liquor ring 
which keeps tile traffic in existence,” 
he said.
